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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fujimori, 
Patent 5,027,214. 

Regarding claim 1, Fujimori discloses an electronic still camera (Fig. 1) capable 
of A/D conversion (Fig. 1:12, col. 5, lines 54-64) of still image signal obtained from an 
image pickup device (Fig. 1: 4, col. 4, lines 14-27) and compression (Fig. 1: 14 and 15; 
figs. 2, 4A and 4B; col. 5, lines 17-35) of thus digitized signal, and provided with a 
memory medium (Fig. 1:18) capable recording thus compressed signal plural times 
comprising: detection means (Fig. 1 : 24, col. 6, lines 25-43; col. 6, line 65 - col. 7, line 
4) for detecting the remaining capacity of the memory medium; memory means (Fig. 1 : 
18, col. 5, lines 31-35) for memorizing the amount of said compressed signal at each 
photo taking operation; calculation means (Fig. 1: 24) for determining the remaining 
number of recordable image frames by dividing the remaining capacity of compressed 
signal and the memory medium with the amount corresponding to an image frame (Col. 
8, lines 34-57); and display means (Fig. 1 : 26) for displaying the number of already 
recorded image frames and said remaining number of recordable image frames (Col. 8, 
lines 50-57).
